Tough  Slate  Faces  Demon  Cage  Squad; 
Season  Opens  In  Jamboree  On  Nov.  24 


It'll  be  a  difficult  road  back  up 
for  the  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege basketball  squad  this  season 
after  a  dip  last  year  to  a  losing 
10-17  season,  worst  mark  in  the 
history   of  the   purple   and   white. 

Coach  Huey  Cranford  has  one 
senior  from  last  year's  squad,  five 
juniors,  five  sophomores,  and  four 
freshmen.  The  only  returnee  who 
could  be  considered  a  starter  is 
guard  Tommy  Mathis.  of  Hanna. 

Two  transfer  cagers  are  expect- 
ed to  bolster  the  Demon  chances 
for  an  improved  season.  They  are 
Raymond  Arthur.  6-6  junior  of 
Natchitoches,  and  Billy  Ray,  6-4 
freshman  of  Ringgold.  A  brother 
combination  may  develop  as 
Arthur's  brother,  Kenny,  is  a 
freshman  candidate. 

Returning  squadmen  from  last 
season  include  Ken  Moran.  Natchi- 
toches forward:  Bill  Stokes.

James  Fletcher,  Mont- 
gomery; Alfred  Legrand,  Cou- 
shatta;  and  Bob  Methvin.  Natchi- 
toches. 

Other  newcomers  are  freshmen 
Bob  Kranz,  Brooklyn  guard;  and 
Tommy  Stewart,  Doyline  forward. 

Cranford  has  been  prepping  his 
squad  for  a  22-game  schedule  and 
for  participation  in  the  Leesville 
Lions  Crippled  Children's  benefit 
doubleheader  Nov.  24  and  the 
Gulf-South  Classic  at  Shreveport 
Dec.  26-29. 

Cranford's  record  since  the 
1957-58  season  is  87  wins  and  50 
losses.  His  best  season  was  in 
1959-60,  when  the  Demons  won  23 
and  lost  only  5.  His  team  won 
the  co-championship  of  the  Gulf 
States  Conference  in  1957-58,  was 
second  in  the  Gulf  South  Classic 
in  1957,  and  champions  in  1959-60

First  Demon  Title 
In  League  History 
Won  In  Final  Game 

Northwestern  won  its  first  un- 
disputed Gulf  States  Conference 
football  championship  Saturday 
night.  Nov.  17.  winning  over 
Southeastern  19-6  in  a  driving 
rain  and  on  a  muddy  gridiron  at 
Demon  Stadium. 

Three  times  previously  the  De- 
mons had  shared  conference  hon- 
ors with  either  one  or  two  GSC 
teams,  during  the  14  years  of  the 
GSC  since  1948. 

Early  Season  Poor 

The  Southeastern  victory,  after 
three  consecutive  defeats  at  the 
hands  of  the  Lions,  and  winning 
the  GSC  grid  title  were  welcome 
accomplishments  to  the  coaching 
staff  after  a  slow  early  season 
start.  The  Demons  lost  to  Flor- 
ence (Ala.)  State  in  Alabama  and 
were  tied  by  Louisiana  College  in 
early  games. 

However,  they  came  back  strong 
to  defeat  Northeast  and  Louisiana 
Tech  for  GSC  wins.  McNeese 
proved  again  to  be  the  stumbling 
block  of  the  locals  as  they  wal- 
loped NSC  26-6  at  Lake  Charles. 

But  Northwestern  put  together 
two  big  closing  wins,  taking  the 
Lniversity  of  Southwestern  Lou- 
isiana Bulldogs  20-0  to  set  up  the 
title  battle  with  Southeastern. 
Picked  As  Champs 

Pre-season  balloting  by  GSC 
coaches  and  evaluations  of  sports- 
casters  placed  the  Demons  as  the 
No.  1  team  in  the  conference,  a 
prediction  which  did  become  a 
reality  after  some  misgivings. 

Northwestern  finished  the  sea- 
son with  a  record  of  seven  wins, 
two  losses,  and  a  tie.  In  addition 
to  the  four  GSC  wins,  the  Demons 
defeated  Stephen  F.  Austin,  Tarle- 
ton  (Tex.)  State,  and  Mexico 
Poly. 

Revenge  For  Demons 

In  addition  to  bringing  delight 
to  the  "Hill,"  the  win  over  South-
